“were reduced from.5 to 20 per- 


cent. 


The exchange of money in 
circulation was carried out on 
the basis of a sliding rate of ex- 
change, smaller amounts being 
exchanged at more favorable 

rates than larger sums. Savings 
bank RAT were recalculated 


at more advantageous rates, fa- 


voring the small depositors. 
The foreign exchange rate of 
the. new leu is stabilized at 
2.80 lei to 1 ruble. The gold 
content of the new leu is fixed 


at 79.3 milligrams of fine gold 


against 5.94 milligrams for the 


old leu. 

The price reductions which 
took place under the decision 
were made possible by the in- 
creased output of state and co- 
operative enterprises, the steady 
rise of labor productivity and 
the reduction of production 
costs. 


Bread and bakery prices were 
reduced 5 to 10 percent; maca- 
roni products, 17.5 to 20 per- 
cent; meat, 5 to 20 percent; 
sugar, candy and sugar prod- 
ucts, 5 to 15 percent; cotton fab- 
rics, 5 to 10 percent; artificial 
silk fabrics, 10 percent; clothing 
and knit goods, 5 to 15 percent; 
footwear, 5 to 25 percent; phar- 
maceutical products, 15 percent; 


y literary, and scientific books, 15 


percent; perfumes, cosmetics, 
exercise books, toys, 20 per- 
cent; cigarettes and wines, 5 
percent. 


These state price reductions 
will mean a 10,000,000,000 lei 
saving to consumers. As 0 
market prices will also fall, how- 
ever, the total resultant savings 
will be much greater. | 

The adoption of the currency 
reform is a devastating blow to 
the elements in town and coun- 
tryside who through speculation 
contributed to rising prices of 
agricultural products on the 


open market, and who sabotaged 
and made difficult the fulfillment 
of the state delivery and acquisi- 
tion plans for agricultural prod- 
ucts.. 


The better regulation of 


monetary circulation, the in- 


crease in the production of con- 
sumer goods and their concen- 
tration in the hands of the state 
in adequate amounts for the 
rieeds of the population and for 
exercising the necessary influ- 


ence on prices of the open 


market, will make “new price 
reductions and abolition of. the 
rationing system possible in the 
near future. The“ transition to 
uniform prices will mean a new 
increase in the real incomes of 
workers and farmers. 


The monetary system of the
